So far, a series of eight cards 
have been issued, each with 
different themes recogniz- 
ing the contributions of our 
servicemen and women. 
The BEP refers to these offi- 
cially as “insert cards” since 
these were only available as 
part of the program folders. 
They were given to employ- 
ees and dignitaries who 
were at the ceremonies in 
the Bureau’s D.C and Fort 
Worth facilities and were 
never sold to the public. 


For some time, these cards 
flew under the radar of most 
collectors. In fact, when I 
first inquired about them 
the BEP historical collec- 
tions manager was sur- 
prised anyone outside the 
Bureau was aware of them. 


About four years age, some 
of the cards began to appear 
on eBay, with no explana- 
tion by the dealer as to what 
they were. Apparently, the 
cards are occasionally given 
to veterans who attend 
stamp and paper money 
shows where the BEP has a 
booth — this may have been 
the source. I obtained sever- 
al different years, but cer- 
tain ones were elusive. 
Eventually, I was able to col- 
lect images of all the cards, 
through online searches and 
requests to the Bureau.

the latter, I found some interesting “offers” (not in 
any order of importance): 





1) ABNCo tickets for the 1892 Chicago Exposition are 
“available” for $45-$70+ each! Paul Schmidt and his 
“ABNCo Commemoratives” had these reproduced 
for the 1992 WCSE show. I wonder what they would 
sell for? (BTW, beware the colors are different!) 


2) Many relatively inexpensive souvenir cards (B, 
SO) are, at least in my mind, way overpriced. I have 
not yet seen any offerings of other souvenir cards, 
but that may be that my focus has been too narrow. 


3) Some vignettes: cut from souvenir cards; ABNCo 
annual reports; the ABNCo book (Griffiths, 1959) 
itself; the Archives Series; or from other sources, are 
being priced higher than the original items as a 
whole! This is particularly true of the so-called 
“money cards.” (It is not surprising to hear of these 
items, encased in plastic, “certified,” and offered as 
“originals.” Several years ago, at least one of the BEP 
cards’ stamp images was “certified” by the APS as a 
“genuine proof.” When questioned, the response 
was that “they did not KNOW enough about sou- 
venir cards.”) 


4) Some items must really be closely looked at 
and/or the dealer questioned. A recent offer: 


“misc collection of vignette engravings executed for ban- 
knotes, stock certificates etc. bound in album with title- 
page Engravings of the American Banknote Company 
arranged by Mr. A.G. Goodall, President of the Company

5) Another offer was for an ABNCo “eagle vignette.” 
When I could not understand the cut-outs on either 
side of the top of the illustration, my questions to the 
seller divulged that what was offered was a “high- 
quality glossy photo” of the vignette! Thanks, but INO 
thanks! 


6) A sheet of “Native Americans” (17”x11”), 
although the size was not specified, was/is offered at 
$70.00. What was NOT noted was that this is/was 
the interior pages from the ABNCo 1978 Annual 
Report, which in its entirety can be had for about 
$50+. (see pp. 20-21) 


7) Or, how about a copy of a 1911 advertisement for 
ABNCo playing cards (opposite page, slightly 
reduced)? Offered for only $38.95! 


8) Another image turned out to be a print (copy?) of 
a vignette. When I asked if the image was intaglio, 
i.e., raised or flat, the answer was “it’s flat, what’s 
intaglio?” 


My advice is, if you are into this, CHECK the 
“details” of the “offer.” If you have any questions 
regarding the source, condition, or anything about 
what is being “offered”, especially in light of my 
comments above, DO contact the seller, and GET as 
much information about your “lot” BEFORE you 
commit to a purchase.
